To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the 
County of Grafton, and State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at Lyman Town 
Hall, in said Town, on Tuesday, the 9th day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 

Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year. ; 

Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriations for the same. 

Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for repairing highways and bridges. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to plow 
the town roads for snow removal and, if so, to raise 
and appropriate the necessary money for the same. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept 
state aid on its highways and raise and appropriate 
such sums as may be necessary. 

Article 6. To see what action the town will take 
towards fixing the compensation of the tax collector. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate twenty-five dollars for the Jasper 
District Nursing Association. | 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for white pine blis- 
ter rust control. 

Article 9. To see if the town will vote to allow 
2% discount on taxes paid before July 5th. 
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Article 10. To see if the town will vote to author- 
ize the selectmen to borrow such sums as they deem 
necessary in anticipation, of taxes. ° 

Article 11. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate for the observance 
of Memorial Day. 

Article 12. To see if the town will authorize the 
selectmen to administer or dispose of any real estate 
acquired by the town through tax collector’s deeds. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to discon- 
tinue the road known as the “North Star” road. 

Article 14. To see if the town will vote to dis- 
continue the road known as the “Kinne: Hollow’ road 
from the Albert Dow house to Kinne Hollow. 

Article 15. To see if the town will vote to dis- 
continue the road known as the Wilmer Langway 
road, from the main road to the Wilmer Langway 
place, so called. 

Article 16. To see if the town will vote to 
authorize the selectmen to use their discretion in the 
matter of snow removal. 

Article 17. To hear the reports of agents, audi- 
tors, committees, or officers heretofore chosen, and 
pass any vote relative thereto. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to accept 
the provisions of the Australian Ballot Law for town 
meetings. 

Article 19. To transact any other business that 
may lawfully come before said meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Lyman: 


The total enrollment in your schools last year 
was 63, the average membership 52.7 and the per 
cent of attendance 92.11. There were 15 pupils at- 
tending Lisbon High School and two pupils attending 
the Lisbon Elementary School. 


The enrollment this year is at the present time 
as follows: Parker Hill 35, and Tinkerville 32. There 
are 12 pupils attending high school and one attending 
elementary school at Lisbon. 

There were two new teachers in your schools this 
year. Miss Marion Kelley of Ashland, a graduate of 
the elementary course at Plymouth Normal School 
replaced Miss Wallace at Parker Hill.. Miss Rosmerld 
Boyan of Portsmouth, a gradvate cf the Portsmouth 
Training School and Plymouth Normal School, took 
Miss Campbell’s place at Tinkerville. Both teachers 
have done an excellent piece of work for beginning 
teachers. 

There are several special articles in the school 
warrant this vear. One article gives the District an 
opportunity to express its opinion on the question of 
compulsory liability insurence for transporters of 
school pupils. There is at present no law which com- 
pels transporters to carry insurance in spite of the 
fact that only the transporter is liable in case of acci- 
dent. I strongly recommend that the District insist 
that all transporters carry liability insurance. 

There is also the question of equiping the 
school houses with electric lights. The Tinkerville 
School, because of the location, needs lights more than 
the Parker Hill School, but I believe it would be desir- 
able to have them in both schools to aid on dark days. 
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~The Pond School has not been used by the Dis- 
trict for six years. There are now seven pupils living 
in this district who are being transported to the 
Tinkerville School. It seems doubtful now that you 
will need to use this building for a school. 


This year we have been able to obtain, additional 
state aid to use to have Miss Bone give more time to 
health work in the Lyman Schools. Your School 
Board wishes to continue this service next year. 


The Parker Hill School Building is in poor con- 
dition. The foundation is not good, the windows are 
loose, and the roof should be strengthened. A two- 
room central building would increase the efficiency of 
your schools and would remedy your present unsatis- 
factory housing conditions. 


I certainly appreciate your cooperation in all 
matters pertaining to the welfare of your schools.
